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On Being Aware of One’s Own Conflicting Values

“Education,” said John Ruskin, 
“does not mean teaching people what 
they do not know. It means teaching 
them to behave as they do not behave. 
It is not teaching youth the shapes of 
letters and the tricks of numbers and 
then leaving them to turn their arith- 
metic to roguery and their literature 
to lust. It means, on the contrary, 
training them in the perfect exercise 
and kingly continence of their bodies 
and souls.”” 

As educators we have performed 
exceedingly well the task of “teaching 
the shapes of the letters and the tricks 
of numbers.” 

Guided through the labyrinth of 
correct sequences and the proper ma- 
jors and minors, checked with mathe- 
matical precision by the registrar, 
grilled by comprehensive examina- 
tions, and bogged down by wordy 
theses, the student is deemed “an edu- 
cated person.” The assumption is that 
through the process youth has become 
mature, not only intellectually but so- 
cially and emotionally mature. He 
should have sloughed off his youthful 
impertinences. Our assumption is too 
frequently just wishful thinking, and 
the task has been only half done. 
“Uneducated people are a danger to 
the world,” said Sir Richard Living- 
stone, “but they are not so dangerous 
asa less recognized menace—the half- 
educated, who have learned enough to 
express an opinion on subjects which 
they do not really know, but they have

never learned to be aware of their 
ignorance.” 

It is almost trite to state in this 
audience that education is not exclu- 
sively a correlative of intellectual ca- 
pacity since we have a ponderous mass 
of material which makes us aware that 
superior mentality may be vitiated by 
inferior emotional equipment. To live 
comfortably with one’s fellows; to be 
willing to carry social responsibility 
commensurate with one’s intellectual 
maturity; to develop social sensitivity 
so that one really cares how other hu- 
man beings live and prosper — these 
are the values we have wanted for 
“the educated person.” (Socially and 
emotionally mature, he is conscious of 
his own dignity as a human being and 
demonstrates respect for the dignity 
and worth of other human beings. ) 

If these be the aims of our instruc- 
tion, then we shall teach them not 
only the shapes of the letters but also 
how to behave as they had not be- 
haved. But even the most optimistic 
will be forced to admit that educators 
with vision have yet a long road to 
travel. 

From kindergarten through col- 
lege, with proper gradation, youth has 
been exposed to the mature thought 
of the greatest scholars in the fields of 
literature, science, history, philoso- 
phy, and the arts. From such contacts 
the natural expectancy has been that 
youth would develop the humanizing 
values of life — equality, freedom,

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happiness, tolerance. Exposure alone, 
unfortunately, is not wholly depend- 
able in creating right thinking and 
right conduct. Were we inert, inani- 
mate objects upon which abstract 
thoughts could work automatically, we 
might by some magic formula be 
turned into the right kind of people 
with the right kind of values. But we 
are living creatures who exist not in 
isolation, but in relation to our fellow 
human beings. We must realize, too, 
that our fundamental values and atti- 
tudes do not exist in a vacuum. They 
are the direct response to life situa- 
tions. Whatever we are, whatever we 
feel, whatever values we have at the 
moment, these are our own answers to 
the events of life at that very time. 
Though values seem strong and sin- 
cere, they may be neither deep nor 
permanent. If we are ever to get un- 
derstanding of ourselves and others, 
we must be aware that each of us 
lives in his own social world and that 
we are molded by the conditions under 
which we live, and by the people with 
whom we associate. While you and I 
attend this Convention we talk about 
and feel genuine concern for the im- 
portant social, economic, and religious 
values for our present-day world. Such 
is the climate of conferences. But like 
the chameleon, we, too, can change 
color rapidly. Quite different are the 
values expressed on this floor and those 
immediately after with a party of 
friends. We must reckon with the fact 
that values, for the most part, are our 
own mechanisms of adjustment to 
identify ourselves with others. No 
wonder there are conflicts. Observe 
your own conflicting values and mark 
if they are not an indication of the 
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fluctuating importance of principles, 
persons, or events in your life. 

Continuously, day by day, each one 
tries to adjust internal needs to exter- 
nal demands. Hope of becoming emo- 
tionally mature is dependent upon our 
willingness to seek to understand the 
tremendous influence of inner con- 
flicts. To some people the very word, 
conflict, calls to mind a neurotic per- 
sonality. ‘But it is not neurotic to 
have conflicts,” says Karen Horney. 
“Just as clashes between ourselves and 
our environment are commonplace, so, 
too, conflicts within ourselves are an 
integral part of human life. But most 
people are not aware of them, and 
consequently do not resolve them by 
clear decision. More often than not 
they drift, they do not know where 
they stand; they make compromises 
without being aware of doing so; they 
are involved in contradictions without 
knowing it.”* Here is a task for real 
educators. 

In contrast, we are made very much 
aware of the outside world. It is be- 
ing dramatized by radio, press, and 
magazines. We are kept familiar with 
the startling changes and innovations 
which affect our daily lives and force 
us along new paths. We have acquired 
a certain verbal facility with things we 
know little about and we discuss 
speed, atomic energy, ideologies, ra- 
dar — knowing little of the eventual 
implications to our lives and to the 
trends of civilization. 

The inner world, however, is not as 
familiar, nor do we seem to be as con- 
scious of the dynamic conflicts and 
their implications. Our inner world is

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the expression of our personality needs 
—our strivings, purposes, loyalties, 
and antagonisms. Different. schools 
pive different names to these needs, 
but whatever the differences in termi- 
nology there is agreement that feel- 
ings of security, the acceptance of 
ourselves as we are, the ability to fit 
comfortably into our particular set- 
ting, the capability of living and being 
loved are the absolute essentials for 
social effectiveness. These are the fac- 
tors which make it possible for us to 
live with ourselves and others. 

In this brief discussion, mention can 
be made of but a few of our value- 
conflicts. Of all our internal compul- 
sions the most compelling is the drive 
to surpass, to be superior. The chant- 
ing of the old hymn, “O, to Be 
Nothing, Nothing,” is reputed to 
have brought great comfort in the 
olden days, but methinks today one 
would seek far to find those who 
would accept self-effacement gracious- 
ly. Even a swift cursory review of the 
events in life from childhood up 
brings an awareness that the primitive 
urge “to be on top” has been chal- 
lenged all along the way. With the 
outside world always emphasizing 
“the finest, the best, the most bril- 
lant, the largest,” it is no wonder that 
we have felt almost doomed to me- 
diocrity from the start. Most of us 
feel that others have been more suc- 
cessful, brighter, more versatile, more 
beautiful, more honored. Desire for 
ego-gratification is not crushed easily, 
and we do not accept our status with- 
out a fight. But even in our rebellious 
condition, we develop feelings of in- 
security. It is amazing what can hap- 
pen when the slightest suggestion of 
insecurity is injected into even the 
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most familiar life situation. Emotions 
and values become as snarled up as 
traffic at a busy corner when signals go 
awry. Then the crack-ups occur. You 
and I may think that crushed feelings 
are past and gone. You may have for- 
gotten, but your nervous system has 
not. 

The self is not only disillusioned by 
comparisons with others, but goes 
through torture by comparing itself 
with the idealized self. Most people 
are grasping for evidence within 
themselves of being what they would 
like to be and are wot. Almost intol- 
erable is the discrepancy between ac- 
tual capability and real achievement 
and the imagined ability and glorified 
accomplishment of the idealized self. 
So, excellent attainment is counted as 
failure for it seems so far below what 
the idealized self should be able to 
attain. Conflicts arise; everything is 
out of proportion. The person becomes 
hypercritical ; he is always groping for 
unattainable perfection —a kind of 
perfection which is sour and curdling, 
not joyous—a perfection of frustra- 
tion, not of satisfaction. This constant 
conflict between what one is and what 
one yearns to be destroys any chance 
for happy and effective living. 

Naturally, it is a painful thing to 
have others know about our conflicts. 
“I look at you and I see the nice 
clothes you have on,” says George 
Preston. “I look at myself and I 
know that the lining in my coat is 
torn. I don’t know about your linings, 
but I do know about mine. You keep 
me from seeing yours and I keep you 
from seeing mine but all the time I 
know about mine. I have to put what 
I know about myself ‘Outside and In- 
side’ up against what I know about 
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you ‘Outside Only.’ The result is that 
I don’t even suspect you of torn lin- 
ings and worn out underclothes and I 
feel hurt about what is under my sur- 
face.”* The trouble is we measure 
other people by what we see, ourselves 
by what we feel. None of us accepts 
this hurt complacently. In the degree 
we are accustomed to seek sedatives to 
ease and escape physical pain, we reach 
out into the outer world to find an an- 
tidote for our inner aching inadequacy. 
What cures your ache doesn’t alle- 
viate mine. Each one, then, in his own 
environment sets up values of supe- 
riority to take the sting out of the 
humiliation. Therefore, money, social 
position, academic rank, titles, clothes, 
influential friends are the symbols 
used to lessen the inner tensions and 
restore equilibrium. So they take on a 
significance out of all proportion to 
their intrinsic worth. The pity of it 
all is that we do not recognize them 
as compensatory devices. 

In the rehabilitation of Sally, who 
had been trained as a thief, we found 
that her attempt to reconcile the val- 
ues of her new environment with 
those of her previous life caused con- 
siderable confusion. She was not al- 
ways convinced that the social con- 
sciousness which we were trying to 
arouse was worth much after all. Well 
I remember the day she blurted out, 
“Civic and social values are a damned 
nuisance. They make me nervous.” 
Then, apologetically, she added, “Ex- 
cuse me for saying damn. Please put 
them into bigger and bigger words, 
then I’ll want to accept them and use 
them.” Many a Sally feels social val- 
ues are a nuisance. We, too, want big-

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ger and bigger words, and in addition 
we want values pushed farther and 
farther from our intimate life. Put far 
enough away, they lose their emo- 
tional tone and do no damage to the 
sacred ego. On a world-wide scope we 
handle fundamental values quite well, 
Scores of people can go off on verbal 
flights about feeling no prejudice to- 
ward any race. But let a foreigner or 
a Negro move next door and the ver- 
balized tolerance evaporates into thin 
air. The big words are no test of our 
real values. 

Competition, too, is one of the most 
predominant factors of social rela- 
tions. The advantage of one is the 
disadvantage of another. In order to 
get to the top one has many times to 
thrust aside another. All this creates 
tension. Yet in this most competitive 
world we talk so much about “being 
equal.” When are we going to face 
frankly the absurd contradiction of 
words, feelings, and actions? In re- 
ality, man can scarcely accept the con- 
cept of “being equal.” I do not refer 
to people who have queer quirks and 
decided blind spots. I am talking 
about you and me, so-called educated 
women. There are few among us who 
do not clutch at the tawdry baubles of 
prestige and the social symbols of 
power and superiority. We have our 
Phi Beta Kappas, our Junior Leagues, 
our secret fraternities, exclusive clubs. 
We love the badges, the regalia, the 
uniforms, titles, and honors. We set 
up standards of every kind for admis- 
sion into this group or that. Yes, we 
who shout loudly for equality fashion 
every type of device to glorify the 
elect. With solemn and pious faces we 
go through all the “hocus pocus” i 
the selection of the few from the mass. 
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We insignificant and insecure nonenti- 
ties, by some magic, become significant 
and important when we have pooled 
our interests with other non entities. 
We are all guilty. How humorous and 
pathetic adults can be! 

“The world is so full of a number 
of things, I’m sure that we should all 
be as happy as kings.” Happiness— 
the universal and eternal quest. What 
makes people happy? Listen to the 
conversation of almost any group: 
“Pm so happy because I’m going on a 
trip; I got ten pounds of sugar, ny- 
lons, an electric stove,” ad infinitum. 
Material things—the symbols of hap- 
piness. Others think happiness a life 
without care; much leisure; plenty of 
physical comforts; no pressure of 
work. However, man wants more 
than bovine placidity. Human life 


with all its sorrows and anxieties be- 


comes interesting and satisfying when 
one realizes that individuals are not 
unhappy and depressed, or happy and 
gay, because of the people and things 


outside themselves. What is wealth 
toone is poverty to another; defeat to 
one, challenge to another. What does 
make the difference is our inside re- 
ation to the outside condition. 
Changing this or that condition usu- 
ally makes very little difference. 

Why not learn once and for all that 
self-pity, jealousy, anxiety, fears, ex- 
cessive love of possessions—all states 
of unhappiness—are but the evidence 
of conflict and an admonition that 
something within us is out of gear? 
That something within must be over- 
hauled. But human nature resists 
correction of self. It is much easier to 
shift the responsibility to some person 
or set of circumstances. Involved in 
the intricate network of defense mech- 
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anisms, we try comfortable escapes. 
Unless the conflict is tackled and re- 
solved, happiness will continue to be 
out of our grasp. 

Freedom—the privilege of going 
wrong if we care to—is a great tax on 
our stability. It requires the ability to 
make wise choices and judicious deci- 
sions; freedom demands the setting 
up of standards and the willingness to 
assume the responsibility for carrying 
them out; it necessitates control of 
self, and discipline of self. To grant 
too much freedom to an emotionally 
immature person is but to bewilder 
him, to throw him into a state of in- 
decision and often into inner panic. 
Mark you the implication here is not 
that freedom is detrimental and un- 
desirable, but rather that we must be 
aware of the need for training so that 
individuals know that they must pre- 
pare themselves for the assumption of 
freedom by facing the obligations at- 
tached thereto. Training for freedom 
could be a most challenging task to 
educators. 

Our modern age of science and in- 
vention has made satisfactory living 
with ourselves and others a far greater 
problem than it was a hundred years 
ago. Today social and emotional fit- 
ness is not an accident. It is an 
achievement. 

What can you and I do? Perhaps, 
we should first put our own house in 
order for “that which we are, we are 
all the time teaching, not voluntarily 
but involuntarily.” We occupy a most 
strategic position from which to help 
youth to understand themselves. In 
the rehabilitation programs much 
commendable work has been done to 
help in the readjustment of the indi- 
vidual. There is no criticism, but do 
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we have to let individuals and the 
world grow ill and then apply the 
remedies? Can we not prevent some 
of the personal and social tragedies? 
To teach youth to understand what 
does happen when conflict and imma- 
turity control the inner life might be 
worth a trial, at least, and we might 
find it as effective and important as 
the discovery of atomic energy. 
Should not the training of the whole 
person be included in the curriculum 
so that all youth would understand 
the basic drives which contribute to 
cooperation or to suspicion, to happi- 
ness or anxiety, to freedom or license, 
to tolerance or prejudice? If we could 
only learn to take off our masks and 
face unflinchingly the inner conflicts 
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and become aware of the destructive 
force of our compensatory devices, we 
might be able to tackle and solve the 
problems of a chaotic world with 
maturity.

Report on Pi Omicron, Professional Society for Women 
Students in Engineering 


For over two years there has been activity on the Purdue campus to form a society for 
women engineers. This came to a peak when the faculty approved the submitted constitu- 
tion of the Gamma chapter of Pi Omicron, Professional Society for Women Students in 
Engineering. Two other chapters, also local in nature, have been formed; one at Syracuse 
University, and the second at Cornell. Dr. Lillian M. Gilbreth was inspirational in the 
organization of all three groups. Murray Hake is the 1947 President of Pi Omicron, 
Gamma chapter at Purdue University. 

The purpose of the group is to encourage scholarship and accomplishment in the field 
of engineering, and to foster principles of honesty and integrity among the women in 
engineering; both as students and in industry. 

The requirements for membership were so chosen that the majority of women in 
engineering might be able to participate in the activities of the organization. A woman en- 
rolled in any of the Schools of Engineering; who is a sophomore four, or above; who has 4 
cumulative index of 3.5, the required index for activity participation at Purdue; and who 
is a member of her own professional engineering society, may become a member. Graduate 
women enrolled in any of the Schools of Engineering may become members if they can fulfill 
the last two requirements. 

The Purdue group is interested in finding out if there are any other such groups on 
engineering campuses and what is the nature of their activities. A copy of our constitution is 
enclosed with this report.

What Are Our Common Values ?

What do I want ny students to get 
out of their education? What are the 
values that seem to me most worth 
while? I have tried to make all that 
| have heard or read or seen give me 
some insight into the answers. Cer- 
tainly there are some specific values 
that we hope they will find, a few per- 
manent assets, given to them or rein- 
forced for them in some measure by 
their college education. I quote from 
Assistant Secretary of State Benton in 
the folder he sent out from the De- 
partment of State in January, 1947: 
“All of us know that the best adminis- 
trative arrangements are futile unless 
they are supported by an underlying 
foundation of beliefs and principles 
held in common by the people. These 
common values only come from edu- 
cation in its broadest sense.” 

What are some of these values? As 
I list the ones that seem to me most 
important, you will realize immedi- 
ately that they are just what you al- 
ready know and are trying hard to get 
on your own campuses. I make no 
claim to the least degree of originality. 
I am simply trying to put into words 
what we all think. 

First, and least important perhaps, 
but worth having for all that, is good 
taste. It may be on the lower level, 
yes, but it is one of the fruits of educa- 
tion. The problem of good taste is tied 
up with the whole question of physi- 
cal living. Physical living is difficult 
nowadays when everything is so 
crowded, and when the war is just 
over. Such questions as when and 
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where and how to smoke(to put it on 
the lowest level), as simplicity and 
suitability of dress (when to weat 
slacks and dungarees, for instance), 
the discriminating choice of good com- 
panions, including the boy friend, all 
of these may be included. Good taste 
is one of those values not moral in it- 
self, but as I said before, the ability 
to-reject the cheap and shoddy in pos- 
sessions, dress, reading, radio, and the 
like, the whole gamut of daily be- 
havior leads to habits of politeness, 
honesty, consideration for others, 
which are a part of the good living 
which we crave for our students. 
The second value I want to stress is 
naturally on the intellectual side—un- 
derstanding, the intangible, slow- 
growing result of the amassing of 
knowledge, the analysis of facts, the 
discrimination of judgments, which 
comes from the intellectual processes 
of education. The best statement of 
what I mean I found in Professor 
Blanchard’s speech at the inauguration 
of President Lucas of Sweet Briar Col- 
lege last autumn: “On the intellectual 
side the great value is understanding, 
the understanding of the world for its 
own sake, the understanding that is of 
nature, human nature and society.” 
Again he says: “The end of liberal 
education is richness of spirit” and, I 
would add, it is the desirable and at- 
tainable end even for education more 
definitely directed and motivated. It 
is true that some kinds of schools and 
colleges miss that fundamental value 
in the desire to be practical, but it can 
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be taught even in the study of subjects 
that are to be used as skills or training. 
I think the process of education itself 
serves to widen knowledge, to illumi- 
nate life and its purpose, to emphasize 
permanent value of understanding. As 
I grow older, I find I am less and less 
concerned with current controversies 
in education—the liberal against the 
vocational, the progressive against the 
conservative, or, if you will, student- 
centered against that which is subject- 
centered. (I must say that this most 
recent shift in our philosophy of edu- 
cation interests me greatly. We used 
to talk so much about what Susie want- 
ed and what would develop her indi- 
vidual mentality. Now, if you please, 
we talk about core subjects and the 
things that every student ought to 
know. It is a very fundamental shift 
in emphasis, but I am not sure it mat- 
ters much.) It seems to me that the 
problems of education are to open 
doors, to gain a thousand new contacts, 
to understand. And that can be taught 
in almost any kind of curriculum or 
school. I crave understanding for my 
students. 

The third great value I would wish 
to emphasize is the old-fashioned con- 
cept that the end of living is service, 
and that education is to develop the 
capacity to serve. Nothing is truer 
than that a permanent and enduring 
value is the idea that “it is more bless- 
ed to give than to receive.” 

The most distressful thing I see in 
the world at large and among many 
modern students—bred perhaps be- 
cause the deep insecurity of depression 
and war are the only things these 
students have known—is the desire to 
get—a job, a house, a husband, happi- 
ness, things that will give, they fancy, 
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the security they want so much. Many 
of them seem to have this attitude— 
“that the world owes them a living” 
that the government owes them an ed- 
ucation, that they must do less work 
for higher wages. In the old days, 
preachers in college chapels urged us 
to serve. “Much has been given to 
you, much will be required.” Perhaps 
because a college education was then 
more difficult to achieve than it is now, 
we really did think of ourselves as 
privileged, getting ready to pay back 
all that had been given to us. It seems 
to me that this is not now generally 
true, but still the idea of service is 
one of the permanent values of the 
kind of education we would like to 
have even in this modern world. It is 
only as educated people realize that 
it is they who must be responsible for 
the welfare of their generation that 
this very chaotic and despairing world 
can ultimately go ahead. 

It seems to me that this idea of 
service is all tied up with democracy, 
with the American way of life, with 
freedom. We cannot have democracy 
or freedom without an educated peo- 
ple who want to serve their genera- 
tion. We all know that freedom does 
not mean liberty to do as one pleases, 
but that it means to try to give every- 
one a fair chance in life. It is impossi- 
ble to attain unless we are willing to 
give of ourselves and our full capaci- 
ties and are eager to help secure the 
chance for the other fellow. 

The problem of women in political 
life was brought to a few of us re- 
cently by a small conference called at 
Russell Sage College. We talked 
there about ways to encourage and 
urge students to go into public life, we 
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tried to show them how to take the 
first steps. The trouble with a great 
deal of our talk, it seemed to me, was 
that we laid too much emphasis on the 
opportunities for women to secure 
their rights and not enough on their 
opportunity for service through their 
modern emancipation. It is not that I 
think our college women will be any 
better than men in politics but that 
when we urge them to take their share 
in public life, it seems to me we must 
tell them also that all educated people 
are needed but that they must have a 
concept of public life as service. 

The question of community service 
is tied up in this whole problem of the 
way in which we train our young 
women to look at life. Who is going 
to take the place of the present gen- 
eration of the men and women who 
permeate the life of our community 
with their ideas of service? I wonder 
sometimes what is going to happen. 
Our generation has not been so good, 
but our places cannot be taken by 
young men and women who are out 
for what they can get. 

Of course, the great motive force 
back of the value of service is religion, 
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emphasis on the life of the spirit, and 
on the moral virtues of integrity, hon- 
esty, unselfishness. It seems to me 
finally that somehow or other we must 
continue to give to our students the 
dynamic which makes the machine 
operate, the belief in a power higher 
than themselves, and the willingness 
to put themselves in accord with that 
power as they leave us to work out 
their lives for themselves, That is re- 
ligion, and the formal teaching of re- 
ligion in school and college does not 
seem to get very far these days, I can- 
not explain how all these things 
should be done, but I am profoundly 
convinced that the whole value of be- 
lief in God and belief in the worth of 
human life are the ultimate ends of 
education now as they always have 
been. How can we teach all -these 
things? That is not my problem. Ex- 
ample, slow growth, line upon line, 
precept upon precept, it is more diffi- 
cult than ever with the crowding of 
our modern ways, but modern educa- 
tion, too, is a failure if in the new 
world the old values cannot be taught, 
passed on to the generation for whose 
education you and IJ are responsible.

Guidance Through 


Personal Integrity

At a time of world crisis it is easy 
to think that it is not important what 
one individual does. Yet a strong na- 
tion is made of strong individuals, and 
it therefore becomes of vital impor- 
tance what we are ourselves. This is 
especially true of educators, since we 
have not only our own individual re- 
sponsibility, but the added challenge 
of working with young people, of in- 
fluencing them and helping to educate 
them. In the last war one famous 
English journalist played a significant 
role. This journalist, who was forty- 
six years old when the war broke out, 
determined to enlist and fight in the 
trenches with the British Tommies. 
He survived his experience in the 
trenches and wrote one of the great 
books that came out of World War I. 
He wrote in the period after the war 
when the mood was much as it is now. 
I am speaking of C. E. Montague, dis- 
tinguished British journalist, and his 
truly great book entitled Disenchant- 
ment. In a chapter called “Any 
Cure?” he says: “Sick as we are we 
have still in reserve the last resource 
of the sick, that saving miracle of re- 
cuperative force. . . . To let the sick 
part of our soul just be still and re- 
cover; to make our alcoholized tissues 
just do their work long enough on 
plain water—that, if we can but do it, 
is all the sweeping and garnishing 
needed to make us possible dwelling- 
places again for the vitalizing spirit of 
sane delight in whatever adventure 
befalls us. How, then, to do it? Not, 
I fancy, by any kind of pow-wow or 
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palaver of congress, confererice, gen- 
eral committee, sub-committee, or 
other expedient for talking in com- 
pany instead of working alone. This 
is an individual’s job, and a some- 
what lonely one, though a nation has 
to be saved by it. To get down to 
work, whoever else idles; to tell no 
lies, whoever else may thrive on their 
use; to keep fit,... ; to help any who 
need it; to take less from your world 
than you give it; and to do it all, not 
in a sentimental mood of self-pity like 
some actor mouthing in an empty 
theater and thinking what treasures 
the absent audience has lost, but like a 
man on a sheep-farm in the moun- 
tains, as much alone and at peace with 
his work of maintaining the world as 
God was when he made it.”” 

For those of us who believe in the 
power of education, perhaps the most 
disillusioning experience of the cata- 
clysmic war which we have just lived 
through was to see how a nation as 
highly educated as the German nation, 
whose universities were patterns for 
the universities in this country, whose 
public schools were excellent, whose 
literacy rate was unusually high, could 
in so few years be so debauched. 
What is it that was missing in the Ger- 
man educational system that might 
have prevented the disaster that has 
destroyed the German nation? - What 
are the weaknesses of our own educa- 
tional system? Because it has become 
vitally important that education in this

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country be sound and that it make the 
American nation strong to meet our 
new responsibilities. 

We Americans have now had world 
leadership thrust upon us. It is not a 
question of whether we want such 
leadership; we have no choice in the 
matter. Whether we are to be coura- 
geous, honest, friendly leaders be- 
comes a matter of what we are as in- 
dividuals. Our leadership must not 
be ignorant and negative, but intelli- 
gent and straightforward. 

At this conference we have heard a 
lot of talk about the humanities versus 
science and technology, what courses 
young people should be advised to 
take. It is easy to forget in a confer- 
ence like this that only a small propor- 
tion of the young people in the United 
States are making any choice at all 
about whether to go on in higher edu- 
cation, in science or the humanities. 
There is too much educational isola- 
tionism. Some of our members who 
heard Dr. Fritz Redl the other eve- 
ning questioned whether a discussion 
of his problems with delinquent boys 
was of real value to those of us who 
are dealing with the highly privileged 
group in college. I think that kind of 
thinking illustrates the dangerous iso- 
lationism in our educational system. 
We have had many reasons to know 
in the last few years that many of the 
same problems are found among the 
privileged; while the latter must be 
dealt with on a different basis, they 
are just as important in the building 
of a sound social fabric. We cannot 
have a strong nation unless the indi- 
viduals who make it up have a tough 
moral fiber. We are not displaying 


strong moral character at the present 
time,

The question of social values in 
this day and age is one of our greatest 
concerns. When honesty is at a-pre- 
mium throughout the world in an age 
that talks glibly of black markets, of 
political opportunism, of ends that 
presumably justify any means of at- 
tainment; when all too few take time 
for even the most rudimentary cour- 
tesies, and manners are disappearing 
from the earth; when drinking is one 
of the major social issues among both 
young and old, and in America the 
money spent for liquor is double the 
amount that we are willing to spend 
on schools; when courtship is a vio- 
lent, emotional, unrestrained affair, 
which is unblushingly carried on in 
public, and stability in marriage is at a 
new low; when some of the basic 
freedoms are construed on an individ- 
ual level to mean freedom from re- 
straint of all kinds and social respon- 
sibility is only dimly realized, the 
educational world in all its phases has 
new responsibilities and a dean of 
women an intensified mission to per- 
form. 

Sir Richard Livingstone in his ad- 
mirable book called On Education 
says, “If we were looking for a catch- 
word to describe our age, various 
phrases would occur to the mind: we 
might call it the Age of Science, or the 
Age of Social Revolution, or the Age 
without Standards.” 

Character will always mean stand- 
ards, integrity, courage, fairness, 
self-control, a willingness to play 
the game of life with some rules. If 
education does not produce character 
or standards, what right has it to de-

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mand the support of the public? And 
many of the déscéplines have to be 
learned outside the classroom. Edu- 
cation is insight and understanding 
attained by a study of history and 
science, philosophy and art, to be sure, 
but also attained outside the classroom 
in a complex relationship with other 
people. Modern science and technol- 
ogy have changed the conditions of 
social life so tremendously in the past 
fifty years that we need more insight 
than ever before. 

I know that you want me to be spe- 
cific in discussing some of our prob- 
lems. I think we must be completely 
frank in so doing. It is not only among 
Dr. Redl’s delinquent boys that we 
find a problem of dishonesty. It is 
very distressing to find that cheating is 
a formidable problem even on the col- 
lege level, and a dishonest abuse of 
the general library, the great treasure 
of any university, is a problem on 
many campuses. One frequently hears 
students defend their dishonesty on 
the basis of opportunism and a great 
many of them still indulge in the 
childish reaction of lying to evade the 
consequences of their own mistakes. 
Parents have not been wise enough to 
make your people face their responsi- 
bilities, and all too frequently support 
them in their dishonesty. Of course, 
one cannot be too surprised when one 
looks at the examples in American life 
furnished us by the black markets, by 
political opportunism, and the shoddy 
devices of American journalism. 

At a time when our human 
relations are more important than 
before, from the point of view not 
only of our own national life but of 
our international responsibilities, we 
find young people very poorly trained 
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in the most rudimentary concept of 
manners and courtesy. They feel that 
there is something superficial about 
good manners and that they are not 
very important. If one stops, however, 
to analyze what manners really are, it 
is readily seen that they are only an 
outward expression of inward friendli- 
ness, a respect for age, recognition of 
the importance of other people, an ex- 
pression of good will. We know now 
that our relations with South America 
have been somewhat jeopardized by 
the arrogance and rudeness of North 
American travelers before the war. 
Our aggressive businessmen and our 
wealthy travelers did not give South 
Americans a very edifying spectacle. 
International friendship is going to be 
founded on a friendly, courteous, re- 
spectful attitude toward people of 
other nations. It becomes an individ- 
ual matter. 

We have also to face with our 
young people in a constructive and un- 
derstanding way the problems of in- 
temperance. The present attitude 
about drinking is only one example. 
There is intemperance also in the boy- 
girl relationship. Courtship is too dig- 
nified a word to use for what now goes 
on. Both of these problems have their 
effect on the very fabric of our society 
since both affect the stability of the 
home. I feel keenly about these de- 
structive influences in our social fabric 
for two reasons; first, because I per- 
sonally grew up in a home that was 
founded on a happy marriage and I 
should like other young people to 
have the same privilege, and, second, 
because for three years I worked in 
the Juvenile Court in Detroit with 
very underprivileged children, 75 per 
cent of whom came to the court from 
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broken homes. The divorce rate is 
infinitely greater now than it was in 
the twenties when I worked in the 
Juvenile Court, and the weakening of 
the institution of marriage is rapidly 
becoming a national tragedy. 

Those of us who have responsibility 
for helping to educate our young peo- 
ple in the relationships of life need to 
use every possible device to bring 
them insight and understanding into 
the issues which they themselves face. 
It is sometimes embarrassing to be 
asked to give an interview for the stu- 
dent daily, but that represents a real 
opportunity to speak on certain issues 
and we should not dodge an honest 
statement. I have recently had to ap- 
pear in print in the student daily on 
the problem of drinking on the cam- 
pus. It is difficult to write a statement 
and be sure that no sentence in it could 
be taken out of its context and put into 
headlines with disastrous results. The 
very next week I was asked to com- 
ment on fraternities and sororities, an- 
other difficult subject to handle in the 
public press. Yet both opportunities 
gave me a chance to say things that 
needed saying. In organizing student 
activities on our campuses we have a 
chance to express ourselves on racial 
understanding and political and re- 
ligious tolerance, and an opportunity 
to educate toward a sense of respon- 
sibility, local, civic, and international. 
I feel that deans and counselors have 
one of the greatest privileges which 
one can have in these days—that of 
working closely with young people at 
atime of world tragedy and crisis. 


You and I know many people, both 
old and young, whose courage, good 
will, understanding, and idealism give 
us faith in the future. We must not 
be discouraged. The challenge is ter- 
rifying but we can help to meet it. 

This is a thrilling time to be alive. 
It is no time to be apathetic or de- 
feated or paralyzed with fear. There 
are things for us to do, thank God. We 
must use our privileged position to 
stretch out a strong hand of courage 
and of compassion to those who need 
our help. About seventeen years ago 
I heard Dean Gildersleeve speak at 
the International Dinner of the 
A.A.U.W. in Washington. She used a 
quotation from the Bible which im- 
pressed me very greatly then. It is 
even more significant today: 

“So then because thou art luke- 
warm, and neither cold nor hot, I will 
spue thee out of my mouth. 

“Because thou sayest, I am rich, and 
increased with goods and have need 
of nothing; and knowest not that thou 
art wretched, and miserable, and poor, 
and blind, and naked.” 

We here today are rich in the good 
things of life, but these words are an 
indictment in times like these if we 
are lukewarm, if we are poor and 
wretched and blind in spirit. We have 
a great part to play if we will play it. 
We need intelligence and courage and 
compassion if we are going to do our 
part in making of our democracy a so- 
ciety which is founded on the Chris- 
tian principles.

The first sectional meeting of the 
University group was presided over by 
Mrs. Mark Troxell, Dean of Women 
at the University of Wisconsin. 
She introduced Miss Eunice Hilton, 
Dean of Women at Syracuse Univer- 
sity, who opened the discussion with a 
talk on the challenging title, “Deans 
of Women Face the Future.” She dis- 
cussed the changing status of deans, 
urging that the value of the title was 
inestimable. The trend is toward coor- 
dination with the personnel counseling 
office and the dean of women should 
be one of the principal coordinating 
agencies. Her preparation and her 
personal skill will determine her place 
in the new program. Miss Hilton 
viewed with alarm the report of the 
A.A.U.W. Committee on Standards 
which expressed the opinion that 
the dean of women was being “re- 
placed” by more highly organized 
counseling setups. This is considered 
important because. the best interests of 
the women students are involved. 
Miss Hilton suggested first that presi- 
dents of universities be made to feel 
the necessity for coordination of coun- 
seling services and the need for keep- 
ing a woman in the position with free 
access to the president. She also 
stressed the importance of making 
available to the A.A.U.W. and to the 
faculty current and historical material 
in support of the office. She pointed 
out the demonstrated worth of the 
dean of women’s office, the continuing 
need for a woman in such a position, 
the possibility of a coordinated person- 


nel program, the availability of well- 
trained personnel to assist in such a 
program, and the existence of a well- 
formed integrated organization to 
the position. In conclusion, Miss Hil- 
ton observed that the real problem 
was in the dean’s office making itself 
indispensable, as no administrator will 
“overlook a good thing.” 

Miss Harriet Hayes of Teachers 
College, Columbia University, spoke 
next on “Changing Social Patterns— 
Implications for Deans and Residence 
Heads.” Miss Hayes prefaced her dis- 
cussion of changing patterns by men- 
tion of several unchanging ones. These 
included the masculine ego (which 
must never be underestimated), the 
tendency of women to desert profes- 
sional life and intellectual interests 
when they marry, the tendency of 
young people to be idealistic and also 
to be unaware of their own limitations 
in experience, and the eagerness of 
youth to be accepted by others in de- 
sired social relationships. 

As for changing patterns, Miss 
Hayes stressed three: (1) Personal 
relationships — especially family pat- 
terns—are receiving closer and more 
critical attention. Young people are 
demanding and receiving more free- 
dom for individual development, free 
from family domination. (2) The 
shrinking size of American families, 
also their increasing mobility, are re- 
sulting in different alignments in per- 
sonal relationships. Fewer students 
are returning to their parents’ homes 
after college, and more are establish- 
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ing new ties with professional and in- 
terest groups on their own age level. 
(3) Sex mores are changing, and a 
comradeship pattern is emerging, in- 
cluding less protectiveness on the part 
of men, with more responsibility 
called for on the part of girls. 

The implications of all these pat- 
terns for deans and residence heads, 
Miss Hayes stated, are fourfold. First, 
college girls must be given sufficient 
information about themselves, their 
possibilities, and their responsibilities, 
to enable them to face life with confi- 
dence and a realistic awareness of 
their probable place in life. Second, 
they should be encouraged to assume 
responsible attitudes toward the so- 
ciety in which they live. Third, they 
should receive training and experience 
in social situations that will enable 
them to meet the demands of adult 
and independent living with compe- 
tence and poise. Fourth, their atten- 
tion should be directed toward shared 
activities and broader understandings 
rather than upon themselves and their 
own emotional reactions. All of these, 
Miss Hayes contended, can be devel- 
oped best through a wisely supervised 
and truly cooperative program of 
home life for college women. 

Miss Hayes was followed by Helen 
Schleman, Director of Women’s Resi- 
dence Halls, Purdue University. Miss 
Schleman’s thesis was that during this 
housing emergency, since physical con- 
ditions are worse, other conditions 
must be much better. The emphasis 
should be on good living and the in- 
tangibles of social education. Miss 
Schleman presented an_ interesting 
conception of a course in social educa- 
tion being described in the catalog, 
along the same lines as an academic 
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course, with the statement of aims, 
methods, and prerequisites. She ex- 
pressed her philosophy of residence 
hall counseling to be centered around 
the primary objective of providing a 
satisfying mental climate. If there is 
a warm, tension-free atmosphere, each 
person may grow and develop. She 
particularly emphasized the point of 
view that the entire staff from janitor 
to head resident must be imbued with 
the conviction that people come first. 
Where often the mistake is made that 
maintenance and physical setup come 
first, the ideal counseling atmosphere 
emphasizes people, and friends, and 
ideas and personality, and mail, and 
guests, and social affairs, and reaction 
to the group and their ability to fuse 
with the group. In the discussion that 
followed, the constantly recurring 
theme was that deans must get to the 
president with the problem of the 
need for competent, trained, and ex- 
perienced people to be placed in coun- 
seling divisions. 

Miss Wilson, Assistant Dean of 
Women of Indiana University, di- 
vided the counseling program into 
two parts—individual and group, the 
latter having to do with activity pro- 
grams for group enrichment. She em- 
phasized that in all counseling, the 
basic values must be presented, not 
physical ones, and in all counseling 
the necessity for training student lead- 
ers to think and to plan all phases of 
group living should be uppermost. 

The Sunday morning session of the 
University Section was presided over 
by Miss Helen Rush, Dean of Women 
at the University of Pittsburgh. 
The first speaker was Mrs. Dorothy 
Brooks, Dean of Women, Dennison 
University, Granville, Ohio. Her sub- 
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ject was “Counseling Corps Patterns.” 
Mrs. Brooks pointed out that size im- 
poses new responsibilities, and that the 
married student has brought to the 
campus on one hand a new stability 
and on the other, entirely new person- 
nel problems. The GI Bill has re- 
sulted in a democratization of higher 
education, for the reaction against 
impersonalization by the veterans will 
continue in the program as non-vet- 
erans again take over the college 
campus. A forward-looking epigram 
was coined: “We will be tomorrow 
what we are becoming today.” Mrs. 
Brooks enumerated three types of 
campus personalities: first, the revolu- 
tionizer; second, the specializer; and 
third, the integrator. Each has an im- 
portant place, and the dean of women 
or counselor with her necessary ability 
to teach and plan is in an ideal posi- 
tion to be the integrator. In counsel- 
ing she urged using the broad case of 
the college faculty on which to build 
a stable and helpful counseling pro- 
gram. 

Miss Eleanor Collins, Assistant 
Dean of Women at Ohio State Uni- 
versity, spoke next on “Our Re- 
sponsibility for Independents.” She 
described the independent women’s 
group as being very heterogeneous, 
and, because of this, needing a special- 
ized and unusual type of organization 
and activity planned for them. Sorori- 
ties have not expanded enough to take 
care of the increased enrollment, and 
the group not belonging to sororities 
finds itself with talents and abilities 
which demand an adequate and satis- 
fying outlet. Miss Collins gave an in- 
teresting description of the Pleides 
organization for independent women 
on the Ohio State campus. It is com- 
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posed of about twenty groups headed 
by an overall planning group. She 
emphasized that there was no attempt 
to compete with the sororities because 
the aims were quite different, but that 
the Pleides group provided the organ- 
ized social and activity life, which the 
independent women had not formerly 
enjoyed. Pleides set up a few simple 
rules: (1) that membership be reason- 
ably priced, (2) that everyone who 
wishes to join has that chance, (3) 
that no girl be overpressed to join, 
(4) that she shall join the group she 
wishes, (5) that a great variety of in- 
terests be represented, in order to 
provide a compatible group for each 
girl, and (6) that the girls receive a 
truly democratic experience in college. 

Following these talks there was 
some spirited discussion of some of the 
ideas presented. Dean Mary Jean 
Simpson of the University of Vermont 
remarked that at her school, faculty 
participation in counseling ended with 
registration week. She said that the 
majority of her work was centered 
around the “boy-girl problem,” one in 
which the faculty disliked to partici- 
pate. Mrs. J. Alan Wickham, Dean 
of Women of the University of Ore- 
gon, presented the counseling plan at 
her school, where both academic coun- 
seling and personal counseling are 
headed up in her office. She presented 
this plan as one which had worked 
most satisfactorily, since the dean’s in- 
terest in these two phases is absorbing. 

Inthe discussion of the independent- 
women’s organizations, Dean Alice 
Lloyd of Michigan State University, 
who was moderator for this discussion, 
remarked that the independent 
women have a fund from which to 
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st up their budget — this fund being 
secured from the student activity 
fund paid by each student at registra- 
tion. On the other hand, this was 
found not to be true at most schools. 
The usual situation was to have each 
group be entirely self-supporting 
through the payment of dues. 
Assistant Dean Helen Hudson of 
the University of Illinois said that she 
thought that the burden of the inde- 
pendent-Greek situation lay with Pan- 
Hellenic, since the feeling between 
the groups was largely generated by 
the attitude of “privilege” often 
found among sorority girls. She also 
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suggested that the dean’s office could 
do much to equalize opportunity for 
interesting participation in activities 
by being alert to chances for the inde- 
pendent girls to “shine,” through 
helping them plan affairs of general 
campus interest. 

Miss Rush presented the viewpoint 
that at the University of Pittsburgh 
there was apparently no need for an 
independent organization. She re- 
marked that Mortar Board selections 
were evenly divided and that there 
was ample opportunity for activity 
participation without such an organi- 
zation.

The two meetings of the college 
section dealt with opposite aspects of 
the work of deans, the first emphasiz- 
ing the student and the second, tech- 
7 and methods for the dean her- 
self, 

Under the topic, “College Experi- 
ence as Training for Citizenship,” 
Miss Helen Caine and her panel rec- 
ognized the demand of the times for 
a vital and active citizenship: the 
necessity for students to think their 
way through social problems and to 
learn to be more effective participants 
in the college community in order to 
prepare themselves for their place in 
the community they will enter as 
adults. All of the speakers agreed 
that leadership training is necessary, 
and that citizenship calls for good fol- 
lowers as well as good leaders. 


Mrs. Herbert E. Hawkes empha- 
sized training through the curriculum. 
Certain courses present human values 
as exemplified in great personalities; 
some give thoughtful consideration to 
burning issues of the day, and some 
give opportunities for observation or 
part-time experience that helps stu- 
dents identify their needs. Mrs. 
Hawkes suggested that since attitudes 
and ideals must be built on a sound 
foundation, students should be select- 
ed in the light of their potentialities 
for good citizenship as well as for 
scholarship. 

Miss Alberta Brown pointed out 
that while student government and 
other extracurricular activities are rec- 
ognized as rehearsals for future par- 
ticipation in the community, many 
young people do not take hold in the 
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larger community because they are 
ignorant of the different types of or- 
ganization and the various opportu- 
nities for service. She suggested a 
senior orientation program as an intro- 
duction to the specific service, welfare, 
and civic agencies. Here future com- 
munity board members could learn 
about needs and opportunities and 
about what it means to be a good vol- 
unteer. 

Miss Susan Cobbs showed how stu- 
dents can obtain a broader outlook 
through self-help in college. In addi- 
tion to learning responsibility, experi- 
encing the relations of employer and 
employee, and gaining insight into the 
problems of rates of pay, students em- 
ployed in the college acquire a broader 
understanding of institutional organi- 
zations and needs, and of the require- 
ments of different kinds of work. 

Miss Charlotte Wollaeger remind- 
ed us that students can no longer look 
upon themselves as citizens only of 
their own country; they are citizens of 
the world as well, This overwhelming 
idea can be approached through many 
avenues of student participation: hav- 
ing foreign students and visiting pro- 
fessors on campus, raising funds for 
foreign relief, traveling in the sum- 
mer with different student groups, 
and spending the junior year abroad 
—a practice now being revived. 

Much interest was aroused by the 
program and a lively discussion fol- 
lowed, in which many other valuable 
ideas were contributed. Among the 
activities suggested were work 
seminars, sophomore volunteer proj- 
ects, the evaluation of jobs, a senior 
colloquium, an international consult- 
ant in the college library, and confer- 
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ences with other colleges on public 
questions. 

Pointing out that one must be able 
to earn a living in order to carve outa 
life, Miss Helen Vorhees gave a help- 
ful description of the vocational coun- 
seling program at Mt. Holyoke Col- 
lege. She stressed the necessity of 
giving accurate information to offset 
the misinformation volunteered by 
well-meaning people. 

Miss Evelyn Gardner’s picture of 
the varied problems presented in two 
sets of interviews brought out the mis- 
cellaneous character of the duties of 
the dean of women, and dramatized 
the frequent necessity for referring 
students to competent and cooperative 
colleagues. We must so relate our- 
selves to our colleagues that we may 
relinquish certain cases to people who 
know more answers on specific ques- 
tions. 

Miss Margaret Doty’s description 
of the selection and training of stu- 
dent counselors was most helpful. She 
related in detail how revisions result- 
ing from experience were slowly in- 
corporated into the system. Many car- 
ried away hints for improvements in 
their own counseling plans. 

In the discussion on “Counseling 
the College Student,” Dr. C. Gilbert 
Wrenn stressed the impossibility of 
dividing the counseling of people into 
areas. In the search for reasons for 
academic failure, he warned against 
stopping with surface indications. He 
reminded us that more attention should 
be given to students’ adjustments 
to the new situation, their learning 
of new study habits, their discovery 
of their real goals, and the task of 
helping them to see the meaning of 
the different courses in terms of their 
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own life values. In the organization 
of counseling, it is important to use all 
the help available on the staff and fac- 
ulty. Professor Wrenn read his Creeds 
for the Counselor and for the Person- 
nel Administrator to the College Sec- 
tion: 


1. 1 will acknowledge that the human being 
is too complex for me to understand com- 
pletely. 1 will strive with the best skills avail- 
able and will improve those skills from year to 
year as long as I live, but I will only move 
toward a complete understanding of an indi- 
vidual. 

2. I will always study the individual in his 
specific environment and will understand that 
I cannot realistically study man apart from the 
stresses and demands of that environment. 
Man-in-situation will be the object of my 
study and the focus of my services. 

3. I will respect the integrity of each indi- 
vidual with whom I deal. I will accord to him 
the same right to self-determination that I 
want for myself. I will respect as something 
sacred the personality rights of each person and 
will not attempt to manipulate him or meddle 
in his life. 

1. I will know thoroughly the specific ac- 


tivities of an effective personnel program for 
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my organization. It is not enough to have a 
personnel program but it must be the dest pos- 
sible program for my organization. Further- 
more I will be able to prove by logic and re- 
search data that this program achieves these 
best possible results. 

2. I recognize that to be a good personnel 
administrator I must have deep human under- 
standing, coupled with the ability to critically 
analyze each situation as it arises. I must at all 
times remain objective in dealing with clients 
or employees and must maintain rigid self- 
control over the tendency to judge another. In 
other words, in the exercise of my functions I 
must have heart, brains, and self-control. 

3. I will define my personal and ethical re- 
sponsibility to my client as well as my legal and 
vocational responsibility to my organization and 
to society. I work for both the group to which 
I am responsible and for each individual that 
I serve as a client. This dual responsibility 
must be defined and understood by my em- 
ployers. 

Above all, I, as a personnel worker, will con- 
tinue in a state of divine dissatisfaction. I face 
such a task that I can mever be wholly satisfied 
with my achievement. And the price I pay? 
The answer was given to me some 1500 years 
ago by Boethius -when he said, “And whoso 
ever seeks the truth shall find in no wise peace 
of heart.”

Since deans of women are interested 
in“better people in better communi- 
ties.” Dr. Stewart B. Hamblen’s lec- 
ture and sound film titled “Applied 
Economics Project for the Conserva- 
tion of Human Values” presented 
some challenging possibilities. The 
film depicted life in a mountain region 
of eastern Kentucky, and emphasized 
the lack of relation between the sub- 
ject matter taught in the schools and 


the students’ community life experi- 
ences. A change in the curriculum 
alone helped the children and parents 
to live better. 

Dr. Hamblen stressed the need for 
teachers’ colleges to break away from 
textbook teaching. Though 65 per 
cent of our national income is used for 
food, clothing, and shelter, only .1 per 
cent of the curriculum is devoted to 
these basic problems. Under the Sloan 
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Foundation, seven colleges set up ex- 
perimental centers with community 
and public schools working together. 
Books were compiled on raising chick- 
ens, caring for clothes, supplying vita- 
min C in the diet, and so on. Our col- 
leges must prepare teachers to carry 
on programs of this sort which teach 
children how to live. 

In the Sunday morning panel dis- 
cussion, Dr. Ruth Brett of the Tuske- 
gee Institute presented ways in which 
deans of women in teachers’ colleges 
may aid in the present period of na- 
tional crisis. She told about a project 
for the’ education of teachers in rural 
elementary schools, of which Dr. 
Deborah Partridge is in charge. The 
students have an opportunity to do 
practice teaching in three different ru- 
ral communities—a Resettlement Ad- 
ministration project which represents 
an up-to-date rural community with a 
group of community buildings includ- 
ing a school and community center, a 
farm shop, a health center, and a 
teacherage. The other two communi- 
ties represent an average and a poor 
type of school and community. Tus- 
kegee Institute students live and work 
for three months in these three com- 
munities. The teacherages represent 
model homes, and the emphasis is on 
living together as a family unit. A su- 
pervising teacher from the Institute 
works with the students. Since these 
training schools are off campus, the 
dean of women obviously cannot plan 
or direct the program. Nevertheless, 
she does assist in a very real way 
through her relationships with the su- 
pervisors of the training program and 
with the student teachers. This train- 
ing program serves as a practical dem- 
onstration and test of the effectiveness 


of the procedures outlined in leader. 
ship training courses and discussions, 

Another way in which deans may 
help is through a social program on 
the campus, such as that outlined by 
Dr. Louise Price of Brooklyn Col- 
lege. The dean has a wide field of 
action in the group work sphere. 
Group discussions and classroom work 
need to be integrated, with greater 
stress on problems of our present 
world and what we can do about them. 
In order to work effectively, the dean 
must be a real liberal. This is a period 
in which we are expanding and refin- 
ing our concept of democracy. We 
must understand and help to interpret 
problems of race, religion, and labor. 
We need to broaden our individual 
counseling program to include group 
counseling, with special study of the 
skills involved in group work. Schools 
should offer in-service leadership 
training, such as the course on “The 
Group Thinking Process” given at 
Oregon State College, or the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota counseling course 
for prospective teachers, in which the 
responsibilities of group leadership are 
studied intensively. 

Miss Florence Thompson of Michi- 
gan State College discussed possible 
contributions of the residence hall to 
the educational program on a college 
campus. The present tendency to 
squeeze in more and more students 
means that our dormitories are in 
danger of becoming mere hives of stu- 
dents. We must not lose sight of the 
fact that the primary purpose of dor- 
mitories is not shelter but educational 
services. A recent study shows two 
specific areas in which residence hall 
experiences contributed most to stu- 
dent growth: the area of personal liv- 
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ing and the area of personal-social 


‘ relationships. The quality of the pro- 


gram in a given hall depended on the 
extent to which students were given 
responsibility for initiation, develop- 
ment, and control of activities. Fur- 
thermore, it was shown that the index 
of effectiveness decreased as the per- 
centage of student responsibility de- 
creased, 

Another factor determining the 
quality of the program in residence 
halls was the esprit de corps, as mani- 
fested in (1) ease of communication, 
(2) willingness to share responsibil- 
ity, (3) pride in college home, (4) 
spontaneous participation in activities, 
(5) small number of complaints, (6) 
freedom in expressing disagreement, 
(7) enthusiasm for projected activi- 
ties. The size of the living unit was 
important in creating a favorable, at- 
mosphere. Group loyalties and feel- 
ings of responsibility were more easily 
established in dormitories with rela- 
tively small numbers. Another impor- 
tant factor was the personality of the 
director of the program, especially her 
ability to recognize the values in- 
volved. 

The final speaker on the panel, 
Mrs. Beth Porter Garvey of St. Cloud 
Teachers College, stressed the need 
for deans to aid in creating a vital re- 
ligious force on the campus. Unless 
we undertake the task of leadership 
in the field of attitudes and values, we 
shall fail in our opportunity to help 
young people find and develop a phi- 
losophy of life and a sense of direction. 
First, we must have succeeded in for- 
mulating a satisfying life philosophy 
for ourselves. If we have known times 
of confusion and conflict during our 
own college experience, if we keep 


alert to current trends through study 
and social participation, if we have a 
foundation of psychological knowl- 
edge which enables us to deal intelli- 
gently with human relations, and if we 
fortify ourselves with abundant re- 
source materials, we shall more ade- 
quately meet the challenging questions 
that vex youth today. 

We as deans are in a position to see 
the students as “whole persons” in 
their total environment. We should be 
interested in discovering methods 
which can elicit the maximum of value 
from student activities, sports, resi- 
dence halls, and all organized group 
living. A prime requisite in the inte- 
gration of religion and education is the 
selection of faculty and student lead- 
ers who have spiritual as well as in- 
tellectual qualifications. A leader’s 
philosophy of life is as important as 
his scholarship and teaching ability. 
His attitudes and sense of values in- 
fluence the thinking and actions of his 
students. Religion should also be 
taught through regular courses by 
professors in a department of religion 
with a status comparable to that of 
other major departments. Tax-sup- 
ported schools can provide opportuni- 
ties for religion or a religious view of 
man and the universe to be studied as 
a natural part of the curriculum. Re- 
ligion then becomes an integrating and 
unifying factor for the entire curricu- 
lum. 

Religious associations of students 
can be of major activity interest; they 
can be sponsored and encouraged, but 
not controlled, by deans. These groups 
should have the opportunity to enjoy 
the fellowship of deans and faculty 
leaders who care about religious val- 
ues; to discuss goals and purposes with 
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thoughtful adults; to worship; to 
study and seek constructive solutions 
for the confusing religious and educa- 
tional problems of the day. We can 
help students to discover campus lead- 
ers who are versatile, dynamic indi- 
viduals prepared to stimulate intellec- 
tual and spiritual discussions in search 
of a satisfying way of life, founded on 
truth, beauty, and justice. If these 
active leaders are also editors of the 
college paper, play major parts in dra- 
matics, or serve as cheer leaders, they 
have a greater influence; their re- 
ligious activities show the blending of 
knowledge and culture with strength 
of character and spiritual power which 
is necessary for a normal and satisfy- 
ing life. 

Another important phase of the re- 
ligious emphasis is the realization of 
interfaith cooperation and understand- 
ing. A council of religious leaders 
promoted by the dean encourages fel- 
lowship and joint planning for cor- 
porate worship, thus effecting the sort 


of integration and social participation 
that are highly desired in a total pro- 


Since intercollegiate, national, and 
international ties strengthen the stu- 
dent’s feeling of being a part of the 
wider student religious world, we 
should foster attendance at confer- 
ences. 

Finally, the counseling program 
offers wide opportunities for unifying 
religious and educational thinking and 
action. We as counselors can gather 
about us a group of students, faculty 
members, and church workers imbued 
with the desire to encourage interde- 
nominational and interfaith fellow- 
ship, so that religion may become a 
creative, motivating, guiding, and in- 
tegrating force. As President Sproul 
of the University of California has 
said: “Religion is basic to morals, cen- 
tral in our American culture, unique 
as a dynamic force within the individ- 
ual, able to save us from ourselves 
and lead us out into nobility.” 


Junior College Section

The Saturday afternoon junior col- 
lege sectional meeting was devoted to 
a panel discussion of the problem, 
“Helping Students to Adjust to Col- 
lege.” Miss Helen B. Holton, Dean 
of Women, Jackson Junior College, 
Jackson, Michigan, chairman of the 
panel, introduced its members. 

Miss Elisabeth G. Kimball, dean of 
the College, Westbrook Junior Col- 


lege, Portland, Maine, opened with a 
discussion of academic adjustment. 
She pointed out the peculiar problem 
faced by junior colleges: a large per- 
centage of their students are not well 
prepared academically for college, 
and are not emotionally and intellec- 
tually mature. Many students come 
to junior college without too definite 
a purpose —they merely want “to 
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have gone to college.” These students 
do not know how to study; they need 
assistance in planning their time, in 
learning to concentrate. They are 
sometimes unwilling to take advan- 
tage of the help offered them. Since 
many have chosen a curriculum under 
parental pressure, their academic 


guidance should begin before they | 


reach college. By studying their rec- 
ords and by holding conferences it 
may be possible to get them out of a 
wrong curriculum, if not into the right 
one at the first attempt. More help in 
these cases should be obtained from 
high school advisers. The question was 
raised, though not discussed, whether 
during freshman orientation week the 
student is given more academic guid- 
ance, both general and specific, than 
she can successfully absorb. Because 
Westbrook is a small college the aca- 
demic advising centers in Miss Kim- 
ball’s office. By a system of biweekly 
reports she is kept informed of the 
work of students who are not doing as 
well as they should, and by confer- 
ences with them she can suggest 
changes in curricula, speed-reading 
classes, and other study aids. She men- 
tioned granting unlimited cuts to stu- 
dents with B averages as a stimulus to 
good work. 

Miss Grace Curtis, Chairman of 
Residence Counselors, Stephens Col- 
lege, Columbia, Missouri, discussed 
the Stephens system of residence coun- 
selors. Since out-of-class teaching is 
recognized as just as important as in- 
class teaching, residence counselors 
are selected with great care and are 
required to have the same type of 
training as faculty members. A special 
period of group orientation for these 
counselors is held each fall to supple- 
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ment that held for all faculty mem- 
bers. In addition to her residence 
counselor, each student is assigned to 
an academic counselor. 

Miss Orma Melton, Director of 
Student Personnel Work, Frances 
Shimer College, Mount Carroll, Illi- 
nois, discussed the social guidance 
given students after they arrive at the 
college. In the spring a group of those 
who will be second-year students the 
next year are trained for this task. 
The only weakness in the scheme is 
that the girls tend to drop their re- 
sponsibilities too soon. One great 
problem is the adjustment of parents 
to separation from their daughters. 
The residence hall is made the center 
of the student’s social life by floor par- 
ties and other activities for which they 
bear responsibility. Hall counselors 
do the social advising and’ report fre- 
quently in order that a complete pic- 
ture of each student may be on file. 

Miss Grace Curtis continued with a 
detailed report on the counseling sys- 
tem at Stephens. The admissions 
counselors who have seen each girl in 
her home environment meet three 
times a year with her other advisers to 
give what background they can, and to 
gain information on her progress 
which they can take back to her pre- 
paratory school. At the May confer- 
ence it is decided whether a girl shall 
be asked to return for a second year. 
Complete reports on each student re- 
sulting from frequent conferences 
among her advisers, including the 
health adviser, are available. In the 
spring before the election of officers 
for the coming year a discussion of 
democratic and parliamentary proce- 
dures is held in the English and sccial 
science classes. 
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Dean Ruth E. Rice, Averett Col- 
lege, Danville, Virginia, discussed 
social and recreational adjustment. 
She emphasized the need for such ad- 
justment and for supervision in this 
field. At Averett a certain standard 
of academic work is required for par- 
ticipation in activities. An extensive 
program has been developed, which 
includes, in addition to the usual clubs, 
two competing literary societies to 
which all students belong, and a hunt 
club. There is an active Red Cross 
unit which gives entertainments lo- 
cally. Other students assist at the 
Y.W.C.A. and at a nursery. Miss 
Rice’s goals in her social program are 
good social adjustment and the devel- 
opment of social skills for every girl. 

Miss Bess Jones, Dean of Women, 
Carbon College, Price, Utah, dis- 
cussed problems of mental and physi- 
cal health involved in student adjust- 
ment. She brought out the fears faced 
by students, such as fear of examina- 
tions, of speaking before large classes, 
of professors, of parental disapproval, 
of disappointing one’s associates, as 
well as financial worries, employment 
uncertainties, and religious insecurity. 
Each student should be helped to un- 
derstand these fears. Mrs. Jones also 
stressed the danger of too much coun- 
seling and the importance of normal, 
happy relationships between men and 
women students—the sane people 
must be kept sane. In respect to physi- 
cal health she mentioned physical ex- 
aminations, and told of the Utah state 
requirements for a chest X-ray and of 
the use of the blood test and urinaly- 
sis. A follow up by the public health 
nurse is available. Courses in mar- 
riage, nutrition, and psychology are 


necessary for the best adjustment of 
the student. 

At the Sunday morning meeting 
Esther Lloyd-Jones, Professor of Ed- 
ucation, Teachers College, Columbia 
University, read a paper entitled 
“Subjective Aspects of Human Rela- 
tions.” After a brief survey of the 
development of personnel work, she 
discussed the introduction of special- 
ists in college administration. The 
laissez-faire period of the late ’twen- 
ties and ’thirties was followed by the 
introduction of a hierarchial, one-head 
organization. This type of organiza- 
tion is not working successfully be- 
cause the head of an institution be- 
comes too remote from the students 
and so loses his authority; the most 
highly trained persons are wasted on 
administrative detail; the scheme is 
too authoritarian. Professor Lloyd- 
Jones predicts that in the 1950s hier- 
archy and specialization will be 
reduced; there will be more coopera- 
tion among specialists, which will 
result in the development of new 
programs and patterns. A more demo- 
cratic pattern should be developed, 
modeled after successful democratic 
family life. Deans, both of men and 
women, should be called deans of stu- 
dents, since both sexes need the coun- 
sel of men and women. Lastly, there 
should be more student participation 
in the planning and direction of the 
personnel program. The time has 
come for experiment and cooperation 
in a more democratic pattern. 

In the discussion that followed, 
Professor Lloyd-Jones stressed the 
value of cooperation among members 
of the administration, faculty, and 
staff on any personnel problem, not 
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only because of the information to be 
gained about the student concerned, 
but because of the training afforded 
the cooperating members and the op- 
portunity given each to test her own 
policies and reactions. She pointed out 
the danger in the counselor’s being 
too much concerned with “little 
things” and the need for allotting 
time for thought on the larger prob- 


lems. The educational value of resi- 
dence halls was stressed. 

A very interesting report on the 
substitution of sponsored clubs for 
secret societies in the Birmingham, 
Michigan, High School was followed 
by a brief explanation of the Ward- 
Belmont plan and a discussion of the 
problem of student activities in junior 
colleges. 





High School Section

Many members who could not at- 
tend the convention did much of the 
work of preparation, and the depart- 
ment is grateful to them as well as to 
those who appeared on the programs 
and in other ways made the meeting 
very helpful to high school deans. 

Miss Helen Maloney of Winnetka 
took over as chairman in the place of 
Miss Ruth Munsell of San Diego, 
who was ill, and most effectively and 
thoughtfully looked after every de- 
tail. In a brief business session, Miss 
Mildred Pasch of Toledo was elected 
secretary. 

Our first program was devoted to 
the topic, “What the War Taught Us 
about the Education of the High 
School Girl.” Speaking first, Dorothy 
Stratton, former commander of the 
Spars, assured us that the high schools 
had sent to the Services fine young 
women, who had responded to mili- 
tary training and military duty with 
courage and resourcefulness. 

However, the number of rejections 
was startlingly high. (Miss Stratton 


recommended as a field for research 
the wealth of information the Services 
have on this point.) The large num- 
ber rejected and discharged because of 
defects in mental health shows that 
too many young women do not under- 
stand themselves, have not come to 
terms with the world. Certainly they 
do not have as much self-confidence 
as young men have. Does this mean, 
among other things, that the girl 
needs more opportunities for leader- 
ship in high school? 

Miss Stratton’s experience left her 
with the very strong impression that 
American women are not keenly 
aware of the obligations imposed by 
the privilege of full citizenship. Of 
22,500,000 women between the ages 
of twenty and thirty-nine, over 
6,000,000 of them unmarried, only 
274,314 could be recruited to the six 
branches of the Service, although 
every device was used to persuade 
them that they were sorely needed. 
Miss Stratton concluded that we have 
not scratched the surface in making 
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citizenship real to our girls, in making 
them feel the obligation to-carry their 
part of the citizenship load. 

Miss Jewett of the University of 
Michigan went on with a discussion of 
the health problems of girls in the 
Services. Poor posture, lack of endur- 
ance, general lack of strength, and 
lack of skill in recreational sports 
showed that many of the avowed pur- 
poses of school health programs had 
been unrealized. The Services had 
the advantage of high motivation and 
a daily two-hour period devoted to 
physical training. For the high 
schools, Miss Jewett advised (1) 
using films in teaching, (2) teaching 
body mechanics more functionally, 
and (3) having all teachers and per- 
sonnel workers share with the physical 
education department the responsibil- 
ity of the health program. 

Mrs. Ineva Meyer of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin said that her experi- 
ence in the Service made her keenly 
aware of the need for greater mastery 
of the fundamentals in English, 
mathematics, history, and geography, 
and for better development of com- 
munication skills. She questions 
whether minimum standards should 
not be established for all graduates of 
American high schools, She noted, 
too, the lack of ability to do a sustained 
job, a lack often more apparent among 
bright youngsters who had gone 
through school without studying. 

Mrs. Meyer questioned how the 
values of travel and group living 
which the Armed Forces gave young 
people could be furnished in public 
education. Most important of all, the 
schools must develop in young people 
an understanding of others, a philos- 


ophy of life, and creative arts and in- 
terests. 

Miss Rachel Connor of Bangor, 
Maine, spoke as a representative of 
those who had served on the home 
front during the war. She raised the 
question how we could teach as effec- 
tively in the high school as they did in 
the Services such things as good 
grooming, foreign languages, good 
health habits, etc. Miss Stratton an- 
swered that the objectives in the train- 
ing program were limited and well 
defined, motivation was high, and the 
penalties for dereliction were severe. 

Miss Marguerite Disert led an in- 
teresting discussion at the close of the 
program. 

In our second session, Miss Lucille 
Wallace of Dayton presided over a 
program devoted to “Recent Studies 
of Significance to High School 
Deans.” 

A report on the “Requirements for 
Professional Rating of Deans of 
Girls,” which had been prepared by a 
committee headed by Miss Jessie Oldt 
of South Pasadena, was read and dis- 
cussed, 

Miss Rachel Foote of Dallas, 
Texas, reported on a study made in 
1944 of “The Status of Deans and 
Women Vice-Principals.” Based ona 
survey of forty-one high schools, the 
study reported fully each dean’s sal- 
ary and position on the school staff. 

Copies of both of these reports are 
on file at the headquarters office. 

Miss Eva Pring of Oak Park 
Township High School read an excel- 
lent paper on “Meeting Pupil Needs 
through the Classroom,” which pre- 
sented material secured from visits and 
interviews with 133 outstanding teach- 
ers in forty-six high schools in five 
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states. These teachers met not only 
the educational needs of their pupils, 
but their social, moral, vocational, 
health, recreational, and emotional 
needs as well. This paper is included 
in a “Report of the Tenth Annual 


Conference on Guidance and Person- 
nel Work,” held at Northwestern 
University in July, 1946. 

The meeting ended with a discus- 
sion led by Mrs. Ben Black of Lexing- 
ton, Kentucky.
